PROSPECTS FOR

Chicago, Sept, 9 
(AP). — That 
bumper corn crop which farmers 
were talking about two months ago 
isn't going to be bumper after all. 
With the harvest season only a 
few weeks away crop experts said 
today it now looks like only a good- 
sized 
crop around 
2,600,000,000 
bushels. 
This would be over a bil­ 
lion bushels more than last year and 
the biggest yield since 1932, but it 
seems farmers like to reserve use of 
the term bumper for corn yields of 
upwards of three billion bushels. 
Lack of rainfall in recent weeks 
over a goodly portion of the corn 
belt resulted in deterioration of the 
crop which five weeks ago was re­ 
garded in fine condition, a situation 
which paradoxically was believed to 
have had an effect on the yield. 
Favorable early growing conditions 
resulted in big. healthy plants and 
a portion of the available moisture, 
when it became deficient, necessarily 
went to maintain the large stalks 
and heavy foliage to the disadvan­ 
tage of developing ears. 
Nebraska corn growers felt effects 
of the August drought more than 
those in other states. 
Iowa was expected to regain its 
position as the principal corn pro­ 
ducing state this year. 
It was only 
a runnerup to Illinois in 1936 when 
drought and heat combined to burn 
up 
much of the Hawkeye state’s 
crop. 
Illinois, with an estimated yield of 
close to 398,000.000 bushels, will rank 
second in production this year. 
Because low yields during the 1934 
and 1936 drought seasons depleted 
corn reserves, marketing experts ex­ 
pressed a belief farmers will be re­ 
luctant to sell surplus corn until 
the now empty cribs are filled.

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AMERICANS HIDE 
IN DUGOUTS AS 
JAP BOMOS DROP 


Amoy, 
China, 
Sept. 9 (AP).— 
American residents of this south 
China port of Fukien province were 
forced to scurry underground today 
Into bombproof dugouts for protec­ 
tion against a shattering two-hour 
raid of Japanese warplanes and 
warships. 
American lives were gravely en­ 
dangered and the 
United States 
warship Asheville was caught in 
the bombardment. 
Several shrap­ 
nel bombs fell only a short distance 
from it and forced her officers and 
crew below decks. 
Bombs and shells from the Jap­ 
anese planes and ships rained on 
the 
army 
headquarters, 
police 
headquarters, the airfield and the 
old fort near the compound of the 
American Socony-Vacuum Oil com­ 
pany. 
Two of the bombs crashed near 
the Socony plant. 
Shrapnel show­ 
ered the compound where many of 
the American employees remained 
at their posts. 
Miraculously the 
flying chunks of metal failed to 
strike either the personnel or the 
tanks of inflammable gasoline and 
oil. 
The American colony had pre­ 
pared bombproof shelters against 
such a Japanese 
attack on this 
populous city. At the first warning 
of the raid they holed in. 
Scores of shells were fired from 
Japanese cruisers and seven bombs 
were counted dropping from two 
seaplanes. 
The 
British 
steamer 
Fooshing 
was reported to have been halted 
and boarded by a Japanese block­ 
ade patrol off Amoy Wednesday. 
After a short delay and examina­ 
tion of her papers the British ves­ 
sel was said to have been allowed 
to continue her voyage to Japan.

Shanghai, Supt. 9 
<AP>- Ttiree 
onc-p<>under shells crashed direct 
in front of the American consulnte- 
guneral this afternoon. seriously in­ 
juring throe Chinese civilians and 
one British Sikh policeman. 
Tile 'pom -pom " shells were fired 
from Chinese guns just north of the 
international settlem ent border, ap­ 
parently at four low-flying Japanese 
planes. 
Just previously one hundred ad ­ 
ditional American M arines had been 
landed from Admiral H arry Y ar­ 
nell^ yacht Isabel after a hurried 
trip from Tsingtao. 
They swelled 
the United States land forces to 
1,300 Marines. 
They were moved 
into place immediately behind the 
fortifications 
lining the 
northern 
border of the international settle- j 
ment, where the American forces 
guard the most hazardous section of 
the boundary. 
Chinese troops clung tenaciously 
to their main lines on all fronts in 
the face of incessant and sustained 
attacks from the combined Japanese ! 
army, air force and navy. 
Chinese Blockade River 
Chinese struck a new blow at the i 
Japanese navy today by blockading 
the upper reaches of tho Yangtze 
rivir with a barrier just below' Silver 
island, some 30 miles cast of N an­ 
king. 
Tile barricade of obsolete steamers 
and Chinese junks loaded with sand 
and concrete effectively blocked the 
Japanese fleet from spreading its 
activities far up river from Shang­ 
hai. It meant that any considerable 
advance of the Japanese would place I 
their land forces beyond the pro­ 
tecting range 
of their warships' 
guns. 
Hie barrier also bottled up the 
United States fleet of river gunboats 
on the Yangtze and made more 
difficult the evacuation of 1,200 war- 
beleaguered refugees at Hankow, 550 
miles up the Yangtze from Shang­ 
hai, as well as other Americans in 
various parts of the valley. 
Nearly 500 American officers and 


sailors are aboard the six gunboats 
marooned up the river. They have 
foot supplies for six months, how­ 
ever, and Admiral Yarnell felt no 
concern for their safety. 
Tile m ain Japanese attack was 
launched in force against Kiangwan. 
J the strategic "back door" to Shang­ 
hai, six miles north of the city and 
midway to Woosung.

Rochester. N. Y , Sept, 9 (AP*.— 
A ’‘negative catalyst,” a chemical to 
end mine explosions by poisoning1 
the explosion before it can start 
was seen as a future possibility to­ 
day at the American Chemical so­ 
ciety, 
T ug of these explosion poisoners 
are known, it was explained by Ber­ 
nard Lewis, of the United States 
Bureau of Mines at Pittsburgh, but 
they cannot be used because they 
aLso would poison men, 
Tile pair 
are a form of iodine known as an 
organic 
iodine, 
and 
a 
bromide, 
which is 
unlike the well known 
medicine. 
"W hether mine and other explo­ 
sions can be effectively inhibited." 
said Doctor Lewis, "by some such 
m eans as the addition of small 
am ounts of substances 
acting 
as 
negative catalysts, remains to be 
answered in the future." 
Tile 
most 
popular 
"negative 
catalyst" is the lead in gasoline. It 
dows down the explosion so that 
the engine will not knock. 
Mine 
explosion 
comes 
when 
m ethane forms formaldehydes and 
peroxides, which join with other 
particles to form highly explosive 
chains of particles. 
Sometimes one of these particles 
may result in formation of a mil- J 
lion explosive chains during a frac­ 
tion of a second. That is where the 
"poison," or negative catalyst, comes 
in. Experiments at Pittsburgh have 
shown th at a small amount of an 


inhibiting chemical in the mine air 
will choke the first of these par- I 
tides, so that 
it expires without 
giving off its million-legged spawn. 
"There are thousands of chemi- \ 
cals which might be 
tried," said j 
Doctor Lewis. 
"The problem is to 
discover whether one of them will 
work."
